On Thu, 3 Sep 1998, Barry Keating wrote: 


> Professor Jerome Green of Notre Dame sent a Morse Code message from the 
> campus of Notre Dame to the campus of St. Mary's College 100 years ago. 


I believe that Dr. Mahlon Loomis predated Jerome Green by at least 30 
years, and has a U.S. Patent on it as well, if memory serves me correctly. 
While he didn't send morse code, he did achieve two-way radio 
communications by using a proprietary code. It definately was wide-band, 
though. His antennae were two metalic kites connected to spark 
transmitters. I remember the year 1837 as being a land-mark year for him. 


However, he never received one iota of recognition for it. Marconi, at 
least a decade later, is now heralded the "current inventor of wireless 
communications." 


Just thought I'd throw in this food for thought. If you want, I can 
perform some more research on this, as time permits. 


VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV VV 


Well, as for whom exactly invented radio, I think the correct answer is 
probably "a bunch of folks, not necessarily at the same time or even being 
aware of each other". ;) 


One could well easily argue the Universe [and or the Creator] invented 
radio waves around fifteen billion years ago, and Father Sky invented them 
Earthside about four and a half billion years ago. ;) To my knowledge, 
this was not used for communication (if anything, it was an accidental 
byproduct of such thingies as lightning and radioactivity and doing 
galaxy-glomming-together and big-ball-of-gas-nuclear-furnace-we-call-stars 
type of stuffle). ;) 


In some books, I have actually seen Hertz (as in the fellow they renamed 
cycles after) listed as possibly producing radio waves; this wasn't done 
for purposes of signal, though, and would be considered *REALLY* rough 
spark-gap. ;) 


Loomis published the earliest known xdescriptionx and gave the earliest 
known demonstration (between two kites, in 1866) of using something akin 
to radio to transmit info. (Some folks still argue whether or not what he 
really did *xwas* radio.) The actual patent for Loomis' method was issued 
in 1872. (Side note--if memory serves, Loomis or one of his descendents 
also did a lot of stuff in broadcast radio when it started up, including 
the first commercial broadcasts. That was back in the days when 
xeverythingx short of listening to S-0-S messages from ships running into 


icebergs [sans Leonardo DeCaprio] was considered an “experimental 
service". ;) 


Nathan Stubblefield xmay*x have done a voice broadcast via radio in 1892. 
(Again, there is debate over whether Stubblefield actually did xradiox 
broadcasting.) Stubblefield, unfortunately, did not patent his process so 
practically nobody gives him credit outside of Kentucky (where Murray, KY 
officially recognises him as the inventor of radio and the Kentucky 
legislature has done a nonbinding resolution saying the same). I have 
also heard his method isn't the same as used in modern voice 
communications and was distorted. 


Nikola Tesla supposedly issued and got a patent on radio transmission 
systems a few months before Marconi did. There was a rather nasty legal 
fight over whether Marconi tried to steal some of Tesla's ideas (Marconi 
was, reportedly, working with Thomas Edison who was a major rival of 
Tesla's), and in 1943 or so the Supreme Court ruled Tesla had invented the 
radio. The Smithsonian has an exhibit on it, there's an entire book about 
the mess ("Man Out Of Time") and Nikki ended up having both the unit for 
magnetic force and a heavy-metal band (who, incidentially, also put out a 
song about Nikki) named after him so maybe he got the last laugh after 
all. ;) Supposedly some of Tesla's inventions make high-frequency 
transmissions possible, too. 


Mr. Marconi put in his patent a bit after Tesla did (so according to the 
courts he doesn't get credit) but he also was smart enough to send "S" 
across the Atlantic in Morse Code in a big public display so he gets 
credit in most books. Moral of the story--public relations is everything. 
:) (This is also why Linux is getting more popular; folks getting on the 
net are hearing about it, so they get it. ;) 


If memory serves, the Soviet Union used to list a Russian fellow as the 
inventor of radio (I can't remember whom, exactly; they did issue a 
commemorative ruble off of it and other Russian scientists, though, 
including Zworykin who made modern TV possible (and PC monitors ;)... 
saw it in an issue of Soviet Life from back in the early 80's). I expect 
between us having to write to embassies of countries we were studying in 
high school (from Japan to, yes, the USSR) and the QSL's I'd send off to 
shortwave stations, the feds must have compiled quite the dossier on me 
(and wondered why some 15-year-old kept getting issues of "Soviet Life" 
>). O£ course, now that the Soviet Union is now a disunion and about 
fifteen or so separate countries, I have no idea who they're listing 
anymore. :) 


You may take your picks of any of the above. I, for one, am content that 
it exists and would not care if radio had been invented by strange aliens 
from the planet Xqwvzzt rotating around Antares who resembled squirrels 
with paisley coats and opposable thumbs who had accidentially 


crash-landed on Earth and invented radio as a practical joke on the 
hairless apes. :)

I stopped by Doug Hauff£'s (San Luis machine) and borrowed a Mouser 24TR222 
cap. 


It is a dual section ploy cap. 
If you look at it from the front, that is looking at the machined tapped 
hole facing you..you will see 3 tabs on the bottom; 


the center tab is common..(I hope!) 
>From the center tab to the leftmost tab I measured a range of 18pF - 161 pF; 
from the center tab to the right tab I measured a range of 16pf to 74 pf; 


The above was measured using the capacitance function on a Elenco M-1740 
Multimeter; 


Hope this helps,

Soooooo- let's keep it simple (I hope): 
There'll be three operating categories: 


-Home station 
-Portable 
-Roving 


Most of us will probably fall into the ‘portable’ category. This is for folks 
who 

drive somewhere and set up at a campsite or picnic area. Mobile operation 
with an antenna hung in the trees is in this category. 


'Roving' is basically anything else. This includes mobiles (capable of 
operation in motion), boats, airborne vehicles, and backpack-portable. 

I realize that the distinction between "portable'’ and backpacking operation 
is somewhat fuzzy. As a fr'instance, I'll be operating from Vermont, and my 
planned site is about 200 yards from the nearest dirt road. Although 

I'll undoubtedly use a knapsack to get my gear to the site, I'll have to make 
several trips to bring everything in (including a tent for a planned overnight 
stay). I don't consider that to be a backpacking operation, and I'll enter in 

the 

‘portable' category. This is a matter of everyone's individual judgement, 
though, and hopefully we won't get wrapped around the axle over what 
constitutes ‘backpacking’ operation.

I am an officer in the Seattle Electric Vehicle Association, and build 
electric golf carts as a hobby. I hope I can be of assistance. 

That is a little like asking how fast a normal car will go. Fora 
general A-H range, I'd go with 50 to 75 amp hours. I don't mean to be 
smart about it, but unfortunately, car batteries are rated pretty wierd 
these days. 

You will see ratings like Cold Cranking Amps prominently displayed, 
however an amp-hour rating on a 'normal' car battery might be very hard 
to come by. Unfortunately Cold Cranking amps is related to the battery 
characteristics at 32 degrees, and can be drastically different at normal 
temperatures. Almost all ratings will be higher at normal temperatures. 

Car batteries are designed to give a lot of current quickly for a 
short time and then be recharged. Our radio purposes are more like long 


duration discharge cycles. 
If you find an Amp-Hour rating, it also depends upon the time allowed. 
For example, an M-K brand 12 volt sealed lead acid battery, in a group 
24 size (common car size) has a A-H rating of 85 Amp-Hours at a 20 hour 
discharge cycle time. That means the load is adjusted and left on the 
battery such that at the end of the 20 hour period, the battery is just 
considered discharged. 

The longer the time period used, the higher the Amp-Hour rating. For 
example an actual data sheet shows the group 24 size gel battery at 70 
A-H for the 20 hour rate, but only 57 A-H when discharged over a 3 hour 
period, and 45 A-H when done over a 1 hour period. 

Most deep cycle batteries have a Reserve Capacity rating, which 
assumes a discharge rate of 20 amps (in most cases) for some number of 
minutes, (A Trojan T105 has a ‘reserve capacity of 105 minutes at a 20 amp 
discharge rate) until the battery is considered discharged. 'Normal' car 
batteries don't have this type of rating, and the capacity varies a lot 
with the grade of battery you buy. The longer term of guarantee usually 
gives you a battery with more capacity, but that is a generalization at 
best.

Gene, 
What makes the NC-20 technically noteworthy is the use of a front end using 


a diode ring mixer and the 5 watts output on 20 meters. I hope this 
becomes the standard for our next generation of qrp transceiver designs by 


our small community of QRP kit suppliers. I would like to see some new 
designs replace the many good, but front end limited, NE-602 designs 
available today. 


But what makes the NC-20 really noteworthy is that NorCal will be sending a 
second NC-20 for every NC-20 sold to undeveloped countries to encourage the 
use of ham radio in those countries. That is a noble task and one of the 
reasons why I have been excited by this project. This will be the legacy 
Doug, Jim, Dave and the rest of the NorCal NC-20 team leaves us. I doubt 
that this portion of the program will remain if the NC-20 switches hands to 
a commercial venture. 


Technically, there are some other options for 20 meter transceiver kits 
using diode ring mixers. One excellent choice, that unfortunately is not 
available today, is the Oak Hills Research QRP Spirit II, which were single 
banders made for 80 - 15 meters. This rig is part of the OHR QRP Classic 
(Dual bander), OHR-400 and OHR-500 series of rigs using diode ring mixers. 
Another choices is the up and coming Hands (UK) GQ-20 which I believe Bill 
Kelsey N8ET of Kanga US handles. I also believe the S&S Engineering ARK-20 
rig is still available which uses a diode ring mixer front end. Beyond 
those rigs, most of the other kit rigs out there use the NE-602. These 
rigs are quite suitable for most user's needs in North America. 


Anyway Gene, don't hold off on getting on 20 meters until a NC-20 becomes 
free. 20 meters is really beginning to heat up - so go for it.

Can you believe it? It is time to announce the 
QRP-L FOXHUNT! 


For those of you new to the list and haven't read through all the archives 
for the past four years here is a brief overview: 


The QRP-L Fox-Hunt is arguably the most popular QRP operating event on 
the planet. Thousands of two-way QRP QSO's have been generated 

during this event since Chuck Adams (K5FO) started the first Foxhunt five 
years ago. I'll borrow from Chuck here, to explain... 


Starting the first full week of October, and for approximately 22 weeks 
(until Mar 4th 1999) thereafter we get two of the individuals on 

this list to get on the air for two hours at a predetermined date and time 
each week. This on 40M CW and during the middle of the week. 


This gets us on the air when there are no contests, sprints, or world wide 
pileups fighting for points. We generate our own microcosm of those 
larger contests. I think that those that participated enjoyed it very 
much and the flurry of posts the days after (which were not enjoyed by 
everyone and hated by a few) really showed interest with lots of tales of 
worked and not worked and some feel for how difficult two way QRP QSOs are 
to get going. 


The "fox" posts the list of contacts within a few days afterwards and 
W8KC periodically posts updates on the "scores". The fox gets two points 
per two-way QRP contact with QRP-L members (verified by an exchange of a 
QRP-L number) and one point for any other type of contact with an 
non-QRP-L, or QRO contact. 


PRELIMINARY RULES... SUBJECT TO CHANGE... 


PRIZES - As noted last year... this is a "FUN" event. Originally, there 
were LOTS of valuable prizes but that turned the whole thing into more of 
a "contest" than an excuse to play with the radio a couple times a week. 
Now... should you wish to offer a "prize" email me and we'll discuss. 
QRP-L members have dug into their own pockets to supply things like, 
kits, QRP club memberships, coffee mugs, etc. Corporate sponsors may 
wish to consider this too! I'm up in the air on this issue as of today. 


SUB-CONTESTS - Teams have often been made up and competed against one 
another. That function is the responsibility of the groups that form 
teams. Results are NOT compiled by me and are not part of the OFFICIAL 


Foxhunt.

are not permitted and verboten. I know that's a LOT of info to pass ina 
quick contact, but that's the rules. 


Each fox gets two shots or time periods during the 22 weeks to get on and 
make contacts. No-shows and bad propagation nights will not be allowed a 
makeup or a rematch. It throws too much paperwork, postings, and general 
chaos into the smooth operation of the foxhunt.

SOLDERING CONNECTORS: Field soldering is encouraged however the use of short 
lengths of coax and balanced lines with home soldered connectors is permitted. 
This way pigtails are still necessitated adding the element of HOMEBREW and 
field ops to the contest. 


HINT: INVERTED VEES with or without PARASITICS will probably be one of the 
simplest and easiest to errect antennas.

'Tis the time of year I had best do something about antennas, here at my 
shop, in anticipation of winter. This QTH is not very antenna friendly, 
being a small corner lot with no trees to speak of, or other natrual 
antenna supports, but I want to have dipoles for at least 40, 20 and 17. I 
have an A99 vertical that can go on a mast at the corner of the building 
for 10. 


So, this is what I plan on doing this weekend. The building is single 
story, about 35 ft x 30 ft. By putting a 5 ft PVC pipe at the center of the 
roof peak, I'll be able to run the dipole wires in an inverted V 
configuration to the corners of the roof. The antennas will then guy the 
center mast in place. 


The 17M diople will run along the center roof line. The 20 M dipole will 
run to opposite corners. The 40 dipole will run to the other opposite 
corners, with maybe a little over hang. Thankfully, the building runs more 
or less north-south, so this will line up the dipoles in more or less good 
directions for me. One coax line will feed all three antennas. 


Since the landlord just put a new roof on the building, I don't want to 
mount the mast with lag bolts. So, I picked up a "roof anchor mount" from 
Radio Shack and will bolt a coulple of wood planks to it. That will sit on 
the roof peak and the antenna wires should hold it in place. 


That's the plan, we'll see how it works in practice! I'll paint the PVC 
pipe to make it less noticable. Thought I'd share this idea, as it might be 
a good way to put up low impact, semi-steath antennas for some of you. If 
you have a two story house, the antenna would not be very visable from 


street level.

Morse code can be used for English, French, Danish, 
etc. -- even, with extensions, languages which do not use the English 
alphabet, like Russian. 


American Sign Language is considered by some to be a distinct 
language, because it does have its own grammar. I guess you would 
have to translate ASL to German or English before you could send it in 
morse.

Yes, ASL does have its own grammar and syntax; because of this, it is 
considered a language in its own right. 


Then again, I can understand the fellow asking about Morse code being 
counted as a credit. This is because it is increasingly common for 
schools (including colleges) to count computer languages as a language 
credit if one is going on an "engineering track". (For example, Speed 
Scientific School [the engineering school here at U of L] allows one to 
count computer languages such as C and Fortran as languages for college 
credit. Other schools must take two years of a foreign language.) 


Because of this, I xcanx see why he is asking this. Ina lot of people's 
minds, if you count C as a language credit why not count Morse Code :) 


(Offhand--firstly, whilst I know why they do it, I think the idea of 
computer languages being counted as language credits is a bit silly. :) 
Secondly, most computer languages do have a certain syntax. Now, if 
assembly or machine code were being offered for "language" credits, he 
might well have a case there... ;)

Also, many moons ago, I gave my younger son his Novice code test when he was 12 


years old. It was legal for relatives to do so at that time - later the rules 
changed. I told him that to warm up I would send some code and for him to just 
copy whatever he could get. 


So, I started out about 6 wpm (I had already prepared some text and 
counted/timed the characters,etc.) and ended up at about 8 wpm. figured that 5 
wpm on the actual test would sound really slow! 


Sent for 5 minutes and then quit and asked to see his paper. He had nearly 
perfect copy at the start and wound up the last minute at 8 wpm with perfect 
copy. You should have seen the smile on his face when I told him he had just 
passed! His sending test went well and he was ready for the written test which 
he passed as well. 


End of a happy story: 7 months later at age 13 he got his Extra class license. 
All tests after the Novice were at that time before the FCC with full sending 
and receiving code tests requiring accurate one-minute copy. He is now K5SR 
located in Sarajevo where he is Information Officer at the US Embassy there.

Let me offer my humble opinion based on your observation. There was a time, 


many years ago, that being a radio operator was a skill based profession. 
Ones ability to copy Morse code was a prerequisite to becoming a radio 
operator. Technical skill was also important but your code skill was held 
in higher preference. When the military trained radio operators, these 
potential operators went through intense weeks of code training where many 
"washed out". They washed out for reasons of interest or desire to clear 
inability to master the Morse code. The military realized then that there 
would be a screening process for acquiring the best radio operators and that 
many would fail. The Morse code was that screening process. Where Morse 
code is concerned you will always have those who can do it and those who 
cannot for whatever reason. 


The truth of the matter is that life is full of screening processes that 
preclude many of us from doing things we would like to do. Be it physical, 
mental, timing, or just plain lack of motivation, education, etc., we are 
all eliminated from something that we otherwise might enjoy doing. Many 
don't like that reality and think it's unfair!! If ones desire is strong 
enough he or she can overcome some of those roadblocks and achieve a 
personal goal they might otherwise not have achieved. They become stronger 
individuals because of that dedication. I believe this to be true of 
amateur radio as well. At least the amateur radio we know of right now. 


There seems to be a flaw in American thinking that says: "I should be equal 
to everyone else" , we somehow get that mixed up with the idea of equal 
opportunity under the Constitution. The concept of equal opportunity does 
not suggest that every citizen has the right to be an amateur radio operator 
regardless of the requirements. It means every citizen has the opportunity 
to become an amateur radio operator by meeting the established requirements. 
Part of the amateur radio legacy is the Morse code and that is why the 
existing structure provides various privileges based upon code speed 
proficiency and of course the technical written material. Therein is the 
rub. There is a movement by a group of people to eliminate the Morse code 
from the amateur requirements. Let's reduce the requirements thus the 
effort required for achievement. They state that the code skill is 
antiquated and in modern times without merit or purpose. They cite the ever 
increasing satellite coverage of the entire globe and they talk about how 
slow a data rate Morse code is, and that it is no longer needed. They would 
like to see the Morse code killed, eliminated, and forgotten. The argument 
is so strong that they have gained the attention of the FCC and the ARRL. 
Both of these organizations concerned about headcount and the masses, not 
necessarily individual achievement. The very reasons they cite for 
eliminating it is in my opinion the reason to somehow keep it alive. Let's 
not forget the unsinkable Titanic, a high tech achievement for its time, and 
now think of those missing life boats as tomorrows lost skills in Morse 
code. I believe that some of this anti-Morse code movement is fostered by 
those who want the amateur privilege without having to meet the code 
requirements. The written exam as we all know is a joke at best. A pool of 
technical questions easily memorized. To pass the exam one does not have to 


know what Ohm's Law is or what a great tool it provides but that the answer 
on the test is "2 Milliamps". Once we can eliminate the code the masses can 
be amateur radio operators, yet I submit that there will still be those who 
want to be hams without having to memorize the question pool. After all that 
takes a lot of time!! And Gee, no one's REALLY learning anything with 
memorizing a question pool so what good is the exam? Once they've eliminated 
the Morse code the next move will be to eliminate the written exam. Just 
apply for your ham ticket on the internet!! So eventually the socialistic 
goal will be achieved, amateur radio for the masses....NO SKILL REQUIRED! ! 
And to think it all came about by a group of people who just didn''t want to 
learn that stinkin' code!! 


My basic point to all this is that I believe there must be a stronghold for 
Morse code. When the Military and other communications services are 
eliminating the Morse code operation from their functions in favor of high 
technology then the only obvious stronghold for maintaining Morse code 
proficiency is the amateur service. In order to spark that proficiency 
there's nothing wrong with offering privileges for demonstrating that 
proficiency. Those who don't like that statement are those who have not 
achieved it nor care to work for that achievement. 


I was not clear on your link between morse and a computer. And as far as 
the long term thinking is concerned. How are you going to run your computer 
when the power grids are down due to Y2K?

Speaking of Morse Code... 

One puzzlement that I do have after reading some debates about morse code is 
that it seems to be the only criterion used to differentiate between SOME of 
the licensing levels in some places. 

This seems to be a peculiar place to currently draw the line as an interface 
between a computer and the rig blurs and in some cases, obliterates the 
line. The argument that the speed of keying cw (I readily admit I am not 
super fast) seems as arbitrary as using as a criterion how quickly someone 
is able to do various electronics calculations with a pencil and paper or 
how quickly someone is capable of doing mental arithmetic. How quickly 
someone is capable of keying seems to only limit WHO he can key with. Having 
public radio spectrum available to only a very few that have adeptness in 
one area of Amateur Radio seems to me to lack long term thinking. This is 
just my opinion and I don't wish to create a war.

Chapter 10, "Spreading the Flames", covers the story of how Texas 
Instruments in 1951 obtained one of the licenses from Bell Labs to 
manufacture junction transistors and then how they invented grown-junction 
transistors that could be manufactured in quantity with reasonable control 
over their resulting characteristics. This led to the concept, at TI, of 
an all-transistor pocket radio which could be manufactured by others. TI 
was trying to boot-strap a market into which they could sell their new 
transistors in large quantities. 


"In June 1954, [Pat] Haggarty [of TI] finally inked a joint-venture 
agreement with the Regency Division of Industrial Development Engineering 
Associates (IDEA) to design and manufacture such a transistor radio for 
that year's Christmas market." 


Fascinating story... 


The Regency TR-1 used four germanium transistors from TI. My folks had one 
once, but I don't know what became of it.

I collect counties and have found the best way is to do it after the 
contest. Most contest do not lend themselves to asking for additional 
information and doing so confuses the other party as you are deviating 
from what they expect. Plus the real competitors will be real unhappy 
that you took some of their time. If I'm out portable or mobile I will 
know the county, but it is not likely that I'll know the grid. 


The buckmaster list will provide both county and grid square with 
reasonable accuracy. The internet sites usually give you the same - many 


give lat. and log. Take those as an approximation. Verify it with the 
station to be certain. Guys move, the lists use zip code to get counties 
and it does not always match the true county. Plus in contest many 
operators don't operate from their home QTH. If it looks like it is a 
needed county, I might see if the fellow is on the local DX cluster (it 
covers from New England to VA) and try a packet message there. For one of 
the QRP contest here you can e-mail the fellow and ask after the contest 
- Bob's N4BP's solution was to state if prior to the contest. 


The other reason I don't ask is I don't need most of the counties - 
especially the ones where everyone seems to live. Plus many of the 
fellows I have worked before and either have their card or decided they 
are not in a county I need.
